I,cf. eoliN'Od, was hanged for tho murder of 
T):ini(!l Miller, another colored man, in Hen- 
rim county, Virginia, last February. Dur- 
ing ''•'* confinement ho professed religion, 
ami U-.-LS Kiptised. At his request, a praycr- 
nii'oting «pas hold in his cell, which lasted 
until after midnight. At'J in tlio morning 
aiiu'Jtcr prayer-meeting was bngun, lasting 
until 11 o'r-lock. This was participated in by 
uliont twenty-live, colored people and the 
prisoner's paramour, Bui-barn, jliller, under 
soiitonc-o of death for participation in Leo's 
crime. Barbara again visited Leo's cell, and 
assisted him in putting on a pair of white 
gloves sho Iwugbt for him to wear on lu's 
journoy to the Now Jerusalem. She then 
kissed hint and was removed from 
the 


cell. 
At tho 
scaffold 
thoro was an- 


other prayer meeting and 
raoro 
preach- 


ing. Lee mado an address, advising all not 
to lie led oil' into wickedness as he had been, 
and those who had children to raiso them so 
r!mt tliey would not fall from grace. 
He 


thanked God ho had timo to prepare himself, 
I-ls now felt he was fit to dio. His death was 
n speedy one. Bof.oro tho body was cut down 
the sherill' mounted tho scaffold and in- 
formed tlie crowd iu tbo yard that a collec- 
tion would Ije takou up to enablo the parents 
of Leo to remove the remains to their homo. 
Sotnu of tho 5,000 people outsidu the jail-yard 
seized long ladders reaching to tLiu top of tlio 
prison-wall, and woro thus enabled to 1m vo a 
full viow of tbo execution. 


Ou tho l-1th of February tho body of Dun- 


iol Miller, n respectable colored man, was 
found on tho Richmond, Fredoricksburg & 
Potomac railroad, manglod almost beyond 
recognition. It was at first supposed tlmt his 
death was accidental, but tho fact leaked out 
hat tho wife of tho murdered man h:ul been 
living in unlawful relations with Charles 
Henry Lee, colored, and she and Leo wero ar- 
rested. Examination proved that the body 
of Miller had boon dragged from his bouse 
near the railroad to tho track and laid on 
the rails, and tho passing train had cut it in 
twain. Tho suspicious circumstances con- 
ncctod with the crime strongly pointed to 
Lee aud tlio wifo of tho deceased as his slayer.

tho Hiiiirico county jail Barbara Miller made 


confession to llw jailor, in which she de- 


clared that Lee killed hor husband with an 


t. Leo was put on trial first. Tho principal 
itness for tho prosecution was Barbara. Sho 


relut/jd in her ovidonco all tin: circumstances 
codnucted with tho mnrdor. n.i tlio night of 
the tragedy, sho said that 
!.->u induced hor 


husband to go out of tho uon-f, mid when iu 
the yard knocked him down with an ax and 
!;illt>d him.

Some portion of tho woman's ovi- 
rieneo was corroborated by her mother, an 
old Negress who lived in tbo house with Miller 
and his wifo. According to tho wifo's ac- 
jount, the provocation lor the murder was 
bud h'.ood between her husband and Leo, 
growing out ot a denounciation of the latter 
:iy tho former. 
Leo was a boni-der in thu 


house of tlio Jlillors. Ho was a laborer on tho 
railroad, and lodged with tho family. Thu 


itimacy between tho murdered man's wife 


and Leo was perfectly well-known to Miller. 
[t was that fact that occasioned tbo ill-foel- 


g that led to his murder. Tho woman was 


anxious to continuo her relations with Leo 
and gave hor consent to further his plans for 
jotting tho husband out of tlio way. 
Lee 


was convicted with but little difficulty. An 
omission of tho prosecuting attorney to prove 
the corpus delicti, however, resultod in the 
defendants obtaining a now trial. At that 
2-iaI tho omission was corrected and a ver- 
dict of guilty was obtained. Tho court sen- 
£ticed the prisoner to be hanged in the 
county jail yard on Friday, Aug. 'A. 
After 


lis conviction tho second timo Leo made 
what ho claimed was a full confession of the 
nurder of Miller, 
In that he declared 


thnt tho man's wifo killed him, and at her 
solicitation ho (Leo) assisted hor in dragging 
;ho body to tha railroad track, just reversing 
ler statement of tho manner in which tho 
crime was committed. This confession Lee 
nnrlo oath to. 
No one, however, put nr.y 


!aith in it. Shortly after his sentence the 
condemned man joined tho Baptist church, 
md was baptised in the jail-yard. 
As there 


,vas no pool or other means of immersing tho 
convict, a bnth-tul) was procured and used for 
that purpose. Leo expressed a perfect will- 
ingness to meet his fate, and said tho woman, 


order to gain friends and save hor own 


neck, had porjured herself and sworn away 
_iis lifo. Ho bccamo very attentive to religious 
duties, and was a constant reader of tho Biblo. A 
lew weeks ago he made a second confession, 
n which ho admitted that ho know that Bar- 
bara intended to kill her husband, but in- 
sisted that ho took no part in tlie crime ex- 
cept to aid her in carrying the dead body to 
tho railroad. Barbara Miller was tried at a 
subsequent term of the court for being an 
accessory before tho fact to-tho murder of 
David Miller. Her confession mado on tlio 
;rial of Loo was used by tho prosecution, and 
no difficulty was found in convicting her. 
She was sentenced to be hanged Sept. S. 
After her sootance she appealed to tho court 
to permit her only child, a girl of about IE, 
to occupy hor cell with her until her execu- 
tion. This request was denied her, but the 
judge gave his consent for the child to visit 
her mother daily, if she saw fit, Tho man 
Lee and Barbara occupied different cells, 
but often communicated with each other 
through tho officers of tho prison. On ono 
occasion the man wrote a note to her begging 
her to retract her statement implicating 
him in tho murder. This she persistently re- 
fused to do, always maintaining that it tvas 
ho who killed hor husband. The condemned 
woman also joined the church and made a 
full confession of religion. Since their sen- 
tence both of tho prisoners woro objects of 
interest to the negroes of the surrounding 
counties. Hundreds of these have visited tho 
jail to see them and talk with tho murderers 
when permitted by tho authorities of the 
prison.
